All the circumstances point to mur- 


der, as a suicide theory is believed al- 
most ihdredible. McDermott is under 
arrest on suspicion. He says he start- 
ed a fire and returned later to blow 
the whistle and saw a man's coat in 
the furnace room. From the firebox 
door, 28 by 22 inches, stuck two feet, 
and McDermott dragged 
out 
the 


charred body of a man. The flesh of 
the face and head was burned off, an.1 
the arms burned to stumps. 


There was nothing on the man to 


dentify him. 


Deputy Coroner Coe declares 
the 


man was alive when put into the fur- 
nace. The 
cooked blood 
indicates 


this. The man was knocked uncon- 
scious and then thrust alive into the 
'urnace, the heat of which was 3.UOO 
degrees. 


Coroner Cameron*this afternoon or- 


dered Sherman Cornelius, a brother- 
in-law of McDermott, 
arrested on 


suspicion as a result of investigation 
into the death. 


After a thorough investigation the 


police are satisfied that the man was 
murdered. They have not determined 
whether he came to his death before 
being forced into the fire box or was 
alive when the crime was committed. 
The body is so badly burned that it 
is impossible to discover any marks 
on it.

And Police Clash as a Result of the 


Land Agitation in Ireland 


Dublin, May . 31.— The latest phase 


of the land agitation in the congested 
districts of Ireland is taking the form 
of a crusade against the holders of 
grazing farms on^ the eleven months' 
lease system, and is developing with 
great rapidity and intensity. Roscom- 
mon, Kings county, and north Tippe- 
rary are the centers of lawlessness. 
In bygone times these localities saw 
many evictions, and the peasants now1 
are determined that the land shall be 
redistributed to small holders. 
Re- 


ports are received daily of the gather- 
ing of. large bands of peasants who 
destroy gates anil fences and plear the 
grazing .ranches of cattle, which they 
drive back oter miles of country to 
the farms of the owners. In two cases 
men who had leased ranches 
were 


compelled to abandon their holdings 
because of intimidation. The authori- 
ties have drafted large forces of po- 
lice into the disturbed districts, with 
the result that-1 there have been some 
serious conflicts between the .police 
and the peasants.

TO ASCERTAIN 


THE SEA LEVEL 


OF THIS CITY 


The United States Geological Survey 


Corps Arrived in Newark Fri- 


day Morning. 


The United States Geological Sur- 


vey corps, now making a survey from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic coasts, in 
order to ascertain the sea level of all 
principal inland'' cities, arrived 
in 


Newark this morning. 


As yet the sea level of this city has 


not been ascertained accurately, but 
as soon as it is~~done the figures will 
be placed on the steps of the Court 
House where all who walk may read. 


The first act of the surveyors, who 


are uniformed in regulation govern- 
ment khaki, on their arrival here was 
to place a silver plated cap on the 
steps of the east wing of the Court 
House. This plate, six inches in di- 
ameter, has the official stamp of the 
Geological corps upon it and a notifi- 
cation that a reward of $250 will be 
paid for the arrest of any one who 
tampers with it. 


The cap is solidly cemented and 


riveted on the steps and contains a 
blank space in which the sea level 
figures for Newark will be stamped 
as soon as they are ascertained.
